“repeatedly insinuated that 
Lieutenant - Governor = Caine 
{while he was Chief Magistrate) 
had been in collusion with his 
compradore's squeezing = pro- 
pensitics.” 

Even a later editor of the 
China Mai) queried us lo why 
Lioutenant - Governor Cane 
lowed five years to pass before 
he took any action to refute this 
libel, 

The renson {fg that the un- 
fortunate Caine was called upon 
to give evidence before a judge 
who bad earlier been suspend- 
ed fur louking too deep into the 
pewter pot, Had Caine brought 
awong his case cartier, It would 
tiuve been heard before this 
judge, 

Thus am I able to perhaps 
right un varlicr wrong done by 
the Ching Mail, 

But Cuine’s silence was mis- 
interpreted by the press ot the 
tune, und at once there broke 
eut a vicious perlod in Journa- 
Tis In short, the press went 
yellow.

‘ne Dally Press seized the 
wrong pig by the car. Mr 
Murrow, Its editor, had been

Mr Murrow outdid Mr Tarrant 
in scurrilots statement, He said 
the Registror-Gencral was “the 
tool of unscrupulous Chinese 
compradores, and in league with 
pirates."

Murrow was put on trial for 
this, and recaived six montha 
in: gaol, the jury taking only 
fifteen minutes to ‘arrive at

However, things were goin 
tuw fur. Mr Andrew Wilson, the 
cultor of the China Mail com- 
mented very candidly on the 
wuy in which the ex-Attorney- 
General had conducted the case 
ef the Crown versus Tarrant, 
Mr Wilson was bound over for 
the sum of $1,000, ordered to 
kcep the peace, and apologise. 

At this, the China Mail threw 
off all connecticen with Govern- 
‘nent and arranged Itself olong- 
side the other papers. 

August 1857, and the editor vf 
the Friend of China js again in 
trouble. He is on a charge of 
libeting the Aclng Colonial 
Seeretary whom lig accuses of 
burning the books of Ma Chow

Elated with this success, 
Tarrant ound the suspended 
Attorney-General commenced an

This was the end, ‘The article 
iw the Friend of China reuds, 
“Colonel Caine must either be 
oe of two things, elther the 
eleverest rascal that ever lived 
a felon for whom transportation 
would be loo ght a punishment 
—or he is a much maligned 
man.” 

The Jury decided the latter 
rnd Mr Terrant went to yzol for 
twelve months and was also 
fined £50. 

Tarrant pleaded justification 
In court, but his charge against 
Caine was a particularly odlous 
one, and the fury returned a 
verdict, accordingly.

That falshed up the Friend of 
China. Tarrant went ‘sick’ iin 
fool and was moved ato the 
hospital, but the visiting justices 
flung him out and he was scn! 
back to the cells to mix with the 
unbelleveably lothescme scum 
who filled Hogrgkong’s gaol’ al 
that time, 

Out of pity, Hongkong 
petitioned the new Governor, Sir 
Hercules Robinson, who had 
been stent cut to put a stop to 
all this scandalous stuff, Sir 
Hercules turned the petition 
down. 

But agitation grew and at last 
the Secretary for State 
intervened, He suggested that 
Turrant be transfered to the 
debtors side of the prison, and 
thot half hip sentence be re. 
mitted. 

Eventually, the case came up 
before the House of Commons. 
‘Tarrant wos released immediate. 
ty, his fine having been paid by 
subscripion, 

But Tarrant’s troubles were 
not at an end. Dr Bridges, whom 
you will remember had o grudge 
ageinst Tarrant, brought a casc 
against Tatrant for costs, $2,263, 
m connection with the trial. 

Dr Bridges made no sccrot of 
the fact that he was taking it out 
of Tarrant. This only aroused 


public sympathy, Another sub- ‘ 


scriptlon was raised and the 


wa: on the wing again. He 
started up tho Friend of Chinn 
again, transfered It to Canton, 
and in 1862, to Shanghai. 
But Tarrant had lost bis flery 
zeal, and his too cager aptitude 
for negotiating the slippery pole 
of Ubel. He sold the Friend of 
China in 1869, but, without 
Tarrant it folded up. 
In 1870, he returned fo Lon- 
don, broken in health, and he 
died In 1872. On his death, ho 
bequeathed to Hongkong’s old 
City Hall n complete Mle of the 
Friend of Chiaa, Where It $s 
now, I have no idea.

The quarrel was really be-

The Dally Press accused Mr 
Caldwell of extortion and per- 
jury.

existed some basis for their 
charges. But. even tf they seent 
unfairly treated, the fuct re- 
nuuns that no man can be tried 
by the newspapers, and imn- 
creasing legislation has made 
it pretty hot for any British 
newpaper that tries to antlelpnia 
the verict of the jury.

Sir Hercules Robinson started 
to oflp the wings of the Hong- 
hong press right’ sway. Ho 
brought before the Legislative 
Counoll a bil to amend the law 
relative to newspapers in Hong- 
kong.” 

The only Jaw then applicodle 
to the ress Was Ordinance 
Numbdr 2 of 1844 which releasca 
the press from oll restraint, and 
made no provision for libel or 
de(amation of character. 

This new bill introduced. by 
Str Hercul.s had newspaper 
publishers enter into a bond of 
£250. 
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There' was also a new proce- 
dure to be followed in taking 
cut Hbel cases, Up to that time, 
unyone Instituting proceedings 
had to opply to 2 magistrate for 
f summons, and if the ‘evidenco 
was strong cnough the de- 
{endant was submitted to the 
Supreme Court, and the 
Attorney - General prosecuted. 
The wrong conclusions wero 
drawn by the local populace, 
who presumed that Government 
prosecuted {!n its own Interests 
ugainst certain editors, 

The omending bill introduced 
by Sir Hercules provided that a 
person who considered himself 
litelled had to sue for damages, 
ond that costs at all cvents 
should be recovered by tho 
plein. This became Or- 
dinance Number 16 of 1860, In 
1886, the bend was increased to 
$1,200. 

The enquiry, instituted by Sir 
Hercules Robinson Into the May- 
/Cctawell business did mot 
musfy Mr Murrow, the edltor of 
the Daily Press, who produced 
prisoncrs ag witnesses against 
Caldwell for when he enter- 
tained cn implacable hatred. 

When Sir Hercules Robinson 
re‘used to reoptn the enquiry, 
meanwhile reminding Murrow 
that he hed five charges of Libel 
avoinst himself, Murrow lost his 
‘heat, arid stdrted on the 
Governor. 

But Sir Hercufcs stood fir 
and at’ that, the mud slinging 
which had disgraced the Colony 
ccased to some degree.

Singapore. 

N a hot June day in 

1956, an attractive 

Chinese woman 
walked a hundred and 
three paces across the 
narrow bridge at Shum- 
chun and passed quietly 
from Hongkong into 
China. 


Like many other overseas 
Chinese, she thought she 
could build a new life for 
herself and her child in 
China, She was aware that 
China had at Inst turned 
her back on a hundred years 
of humiliations and de- 
fents and that a new dynas- 
tie cycle had begun. So, 
when a Communist official 
said: “We embrace you into 
the bosom of the Mother- 
land. There is nothing to 
fear, for we are like one big 
happy family,” she felt an 
exhilaration akin to joy. 


A year passed. Then she ap- 
peared on that narrow bridge 
again walking that same hun- 
cred and three paces—-the other 
way, Now she was disenchanted 
amd disiNustoned, finding an un- 
eusy ambivalence in the know - 
ledge that in the taut, regiment- 
ed world of China she had no 
place. 


Peking Blues 


So she sat down and wrote a 
book about her experiences — in 
China and entith it “Peking 
Blues.” Her book will be pub- 
lished {mw Hongkong early next 
year and she herself is now In 
Singapore with her child. Her 
name is Mrs Lino San, She Is 
26 and a widow. 


Mr: Liao was botn and educa- 
ted in Singapore, In 1949 she 
left for Hongkong where she 
stayed till she went to Eng- 
land with her husband in 1952. 
She studied fer a while in Env. 
lund ut the School of Oriental 
Studies of the University of 
Lenden, Then in 1956 she de- 
clded to return to China, 


The book of her experiences 
deserves to be read, not for ils 
literary style or for its conven- 
tional love story, but for its 
description of what awaits over- 
seas Chinese who return to 
China expecting the country to 
conform to all the fanciful 
notions conjured up by  half- 
remembered stories and volumes 
translated by Waley or Legge. 


Idealism 


A common failing among over- 
seas Chinese—born of  cither 


| idealism or nationalism or op- 


pression or the disabilities of a 
second class citizenship—ls tn 
regard a return to China as a 
nostrum for all their Ils, 


They tend to visualise China 
in terms of the Great Wall and 
the West Lake, of eccentric 
scholars and roguish puns, of 
prolundity and wit, shuttlecocks 
and ites, courtyards and moon- 
gates, the taste of hot meat 
dumplings, the tang of rose petal 
wine, fortune tellers, cricket 
lights, the arch of a bamboo, a 
boy on a ‘buffalo, a maiden's 
plaintive song. 


But such notions are as oul- 
dated as the Opium Wars and 
the Boxer Rebellion. They are 
perpetuated only by incurable 
-romantica and that strange breed 
ot “professional Chinese”. who 
play the buffoon around Park 
Avenue penthouses and Ken- 
sington drawing-rooms,

On the fate of overseas 
Chinese lured back by the bait 
of free education, Mrs Liao sald: 
“Overseas Chinese are first of all 
put into special schools to have 
thelr minds readjusted. These 
schools provide a mild form of 
brain-washing. Alter polltic4] in- 
doctrination the smart ones ore 
given technical training in 
untvoraities. About ten per cent 
of the oversezs Chinese who 
return ever get through the 
untversity level, 


Has To Leave 


“Once a student falls in) an 
cxamination he has to leave to 
work in a factory, often on night 
shift. Once he is given such o 
Job, he is supposed to stick to it 
for life. If he does not Iie the 
job, he can quit, but then the 
government will not help him 
find another job. 

“Some of the overscas Chinese 
students are really in a pitiful 
condition. A lot of them are 
jebless and they have no money 
because they have been disowned 
by their families. The govern- 
ment gives them an allowance 
of 60 cents a ‘day, which is about

“If you have plenty of degrecs 
or if you have plenty of money 
a your ewn then you are treated 
quite well, But it you have no 
special qualification and if you 
have to depend on the govern- 
iwent for support they Just leave 
you to rot, 

“tT went to the Overseas De-~ 
partment in Poking every day 
for 4 year asking for a job, but 
they did not offer me one until 
: had made up my mind to 
leave China. I know some 
people who have been going 
every day for two years and they 
are still without jobs.” 


Regret & Pain 


And os a parting thought, Mrs 
Liao sums up her feelings in 
these words: 


“TI never think of China 
without feel. a deep sense of 
regret ond pain. ‘I had felt so 
diferent when first 1 ventured 
in. IT went in| with. soaring 
hopes for a bright future, but 
came out saddened, weary and 
dinliusicned. Yet, I'm gtad I 
discovered for myself what my 
country is like In reality, not 
ihe Utup.a clainy dreams, . , . 
I have since asked myself how 
much loyalty we overseas 
Chinese owe te cur Motherland? 


“For to us our country is like]. 


the promised land where all 
cur youthful hopes can be ful- 
filled. Now I wonder if it is 
not by far potter and wicer to 
love and cherlsh It from afar, 
for lke all {Idols there are 
bound to be blemishes when
